$200,000  BUDGET  SET  FOR  "NOW  OR  NEVER”  NEEDS 


NAMED  CHAIRMAN  OF  1951 
COMBINED  APPEAL 


Lawrence  Freiman 

Lawrence  Freiman,  Honorary  Presi- 
dent of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir,  and  leader  in 
civic  and  communal  life  has  accepted 
the  chairmanship  of  the  1951  Combined 
Israel  and  J.D.C.  Appeal  which  seeks 
to  raise  $200,000  in  Ottawa  to  help 
meet  urgent  needs  in  Israel,  Europe  and 
North  Africa. 

Asserting  that  “the  Jewish  Com- 
munity of  Ottawa  can  be  rightfully 
proud  of  the  tremendous  achievements 
it  helped  make  possible  in  recent 
years  in  Israel,”  Mr.  Freiman  empha- 
sized that  “the  great  tasks  of  rescue 
and  reconstruction  of  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  distressed  Jews  are  far  from 
completed.  They  call  for  action  now 
before  time  runs  out.” 

Touching  on  the  situation  of  Jews 
living  in  Moslem  countries,  particularly 
in  the  squalid  ghettos  of  North  Africa, 
Mr.  Freiman  stressed  that  “for  tens  of 
thousands  of  Jews  in  these  areas  im- 
mediate resettlement  in  Israel  is  a mat- 
ter of  life  or  death.” 

Mr.  Freiman  continued:  “For  the 
200,000  Jewish  men,  women  and  child- 
ren who  must  be  brought  to  Israel  this 
year,  as  well  as  for  the  tens  of  thou- 


sands of  newly-arrived  immigrants  in 
Israel  still  living  in  makeshift  tents, 
this  has  become  a ‘now  or  never’  year. 
Jews  who  have  a chance  to  leave  Rou- 
mania  and  Iraq  must  leave  now.  Mean- 
while, immigrants  in  Israel  cannot  go 
on  living  in  tents  indefinitely.  These 
newcomers  must  have  roofs  over  their 
heads,  they  must  be  afforded  an  op- 
portunity to  work  and  build;  they  must, 
in  short,  be  helped  to  rebuild  their 
shattered  lives  in  Israel — the  only  out- 
post of  democracy  in  the  entire  Near 
East.” 

In  conclusion,  he  said:  “I  am  con- 
fident that  the  momentum  that  has  car- 
ried us  this  far  will  be  sustained  in  the 
forthcoming  campaign,  and  that  every 
member  of  the  community  will  recog- 
nize and  live  up  to  the  tremendous 
responsibilities  that  confront  us.”

Ottawa’s  1951  Combined  Israel  and 
J.D.C.  Appeal  will  be  inaugurated  with 
a dinner  meeting  at  the  Chateau  Laur- 
ier  Hotel  on  Wednesday  evening,  April 
11.  At  time  of  going  to  press,  nego- 
tiations are  under  way  for  an  outstand- 
ing guest  speaker,  whose  name  will  be 
announced  shortly. 

5 Campaigns  in  One 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
Ottawa’s  Jewish  Community,  five  over- 
seas campaigns  operated  independently 
in  past  years  have  cdmbined  to  make 
one  all-out  effort  to  raise  sufficient  funds 
for  the  large-scale  immigration,  settle- 
ment and  rehabilitation  programs  of 
the  beneficiary  agencies.  These  are  the 
United  Israel  Appeal  and  Youth  Aliyah 
Campaign,  the  Joint  Distribution  Com- 
mittee Campaign  (which  includes  allot- 
ments to  the  United  Jewish  Relief  Agen- 
cies of  Canada,  the  Jewish  Immigrant 
Aid  Society  and  Overseas  Mo’Oss  Chit- 
tim),  Mizrachi  Israel  Appeal,  Jewish 
National  Fund  Campaign  and  the 
American  Fund  for  Israel  Institutions. 
To  meet  the  “Now  or  Never”  needs  of 
these  agencies,  a minimum  objective  of 
$200,000.  has  been  set  for  this  com- 
munity. 

What  Must  Be  Done  in  1951 

During  the  year  1951,  Jews  in  the 
free  countries  of  the  world  must: 

1.  Rescue  200,000  immigrants  from 
Europe  and  the  Moslem  countries  and 
bring  them  to  Israel. 

2.  Provide  vast  assistance  for  the 
rehabilitation  and  resettlement  of  new- 
comers in  Israel  so  that  they  may  be- 
come self-reliant  citizens. 

3.  Provide  for  the  establishment  of 
120  new  agricultural  settlements  in  Is- 
rael and  finance  the  construction  of 
rural  housing  units  for  40,000  new- 
comers. 

4.  Furnish  food,  clothing,  medical 
supplies  and  other  basic  necessities  to 
400,000  needy  Jews  in  North  Africa 
and  Europe. 

5.  Resettle  in  Canada  and  in  other 
western  democracies  a total  of  25,000 
displaced  Jews  froln  Europe. 
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A CALL  TO  CANADIAN  JEWRY 

The  National  Conference  for  Israel  and  Jewish  Rehabilitation  to  be  held 
on  March  25th  and  26th  in  Montreal  will  be  a momentous  assembly  of  the  leaders 
of  Canadian  Jewry.  Its  objective  is  to  mobilize  the  Jews  of  this  Country  to 
assist  in  meeting  the  needs  for  immigration  in  Israel,  overseas  relief  and  rehabi- 
litation. It  has  been  our  rare  good  fortune  to  be  witness  to  the  miraculous  birth 
of  Israel.  It  is  just  as  much  good  fortune  to  be  called  on  by  the  peoples  of 

Israel  and  those  from  other  lands  beseeching  the  State  of  Israel  to  assist  in  the 

integration  of  a half  million  settlers.  And  how  good  is  our  fortune  that  every 
one  of  us  in  Canada  is  able  to  help. 

The  Canadian  Jewish  community  takes  pride  in  the  contribution  it  has  made 
in  the  constructive  program  of  rehabilitation  and  resettlement  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  Jews  of  Europe,  North  Africa  and  Asiatic  lands.  The  Jews  in  this 
country  derive  inspiration  from  the  historic  accomplishment  of  the  State  of  Israel 
in  receiving  and  caring  for  more  than  500,000  new  immigrants  in  the  thirty- 
two  months  since  the  establishment  of  its  independence. 

However,  in  the  past  year  or  so  we  have  begun  to  take  for  granted  the 

United  Israel  Appeal  and  the  United  Jewish  Relief  Agencies  campaigns.  Perhaps 
we  are  emotionally  spent  after  a hectic  period  when  so  much  history  has  been 
crowded  into  so  little  time.  Many  have  become  apathetic.  The  task  facing  us 
today  is  to  smash  this  apathy. 

I believe  that  by  taking  counsel  together  and  mapping  a clear-cut  and  forth- 
right  plan  of  action,  we  can  rouse  Canadian  Jews  out  of  their  momentary  lethargy 
and  enter  a new  stage  of  emotional  vigour  and  energy  that  will  evoke  a sense 
of  full  responsibility  in  this  emergency. 

Primarily  facing  us  is  the  three  year  program  of  bringing  and  settling 
600,000  Jews  in  Israel.  The  world  crisis  gives  a now  or  never  urgency  to 
our  efforts.  Operations  to  rescue  Jews  from  countries  with  deadlines  for  im- 
migration must  be  accelerated  in  1951  through  the  settlement  in  Israel  of  a 
minimum  of  200,000  Jews  from  Roumania,  Iraq  and  Iran  and  North  African 
lands. 

Speaking  of  Israel’s  achievements,  David  Ben  Gurion  said  recently— 

“We  had  no  choice;  but  only  that,  we  had  a vision.  We  fought  with  our 
backs  to  the  wall  but  we  fought  for  a great  thing  and  we  had  to  win. 
And  those  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Jews  are  being  propelled  to  Israel 
from  the  countries  where  for  centuries  they  had  to  endure  misery 
because  they  had  no  choice.  Now  they  have  a vision  of  living  — a 
vision  of  freedom.” 

We,  too,  must  have  such  vision.  Israel’s  problem  is  our  problem. 

Acting  with  the  authority  reposed  in  me  by  the  Canadian  Jewish  Congress, 
the  Zionist  organizations  in  Canada,  the  Canadian  Council  of  Jewish  Federations 
and  Welfare  Funds,  and  the  B’nai  B’rith  of  Canada,  I urge  every  responsible 
citizen  to  accept  the  challenge  of  meeting  new  and  greater  responsibilities  by 
participating  fully  and  eagerly  in  the  Conference  and  the  post-conference  activities. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  Conference  in  March  will  give  the  sustained,  un- 
faltering and  bold  leadership  and  direction  that  will  inspire  the  Jews  of  Canada 
to  embark  upon  a courageous  program  commensurate  with  the  needs  of  this 
historic  time.

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BEFORE  TIME  RUNS  OUT 

On  the  outskirts  of  Teheran  tonight, 
Jewish  families  will  sleep  in  a Jewish 
cemetery.  Here  they  will  find  rest, 
and  they  will  pray  that  the  planes  will 
come  tomorrow  to  take  them  to  Israel. 

It  is  a macabre  picture  this.  Of 
course  not  all  the  displaced,  homeless 
Jews  in  Eastern  Europe  and  Arab  coun- 
tries are  using  a tombstone  for  a pillow 
these  rights.  No,  but  in  Baghdad,  many 
must  sleep  in  the  city  streets,  and  in 
many  other  areas  hundreds  of  thous- 
ands sleep  the  uneasy  sleep  of  the 
anxiety-ridden,  the  dispossessed  and  the 
hungry.  What  is  to  become  of  them— 
especially  the  200,000  who  pray  that 
they  will  go  to  Israel  this  year?  Their 
only  hope  is  that  we,  their  brothers  in 
America,  have  not  become  callous  to 
their  plight,  or  tired  of  hearing  their 
troubles. 

This  year,  when  an  emergency  con- 
fronts the  whole  world,  it  is  up  to  us 
to  consider  the  crying  needs  of  the 
homeless  and  the  helpless  who  wait 
with  time  breathing  down  their  necks 
like  an  evil  pursuer. 

Statistics  do  not  tell  their  story. 
We  read  that  “400,000  distressed  Jews 
in  Europe  and  Arab  countries  must 
receive  food,  medical  help  and  rehabili- 
tation aid  in  1951.”  We  read  such 
statements  but  they  do  not  convey  the 
plight  for  the  individuals  who  make  up 
that  mighty  figure.  Even  the  pictures 
do  not  tell  it.  Perhaps  we  have  seen 
them  too  often. 

But  the  hunger  of  a child  in  a North 
African  slum,  the  mud  in  an  Israel 
reception  camp,  are  as  real  as  last  year’s 
hunger  or  last  year’s  mud.  There  is 
nothing  novel  about  a sick  child  or  an 
old  man  waiting  for  a bed  in  a hospi- 
tal. But  the  pain  is  not  less  because 
we  have  read  of  it  before. 

The  important  thing  is  that  we  must 
act  quickly  to  save  them.  This  year, 
when  an  emergency  confronts  all  free 
peoples,  it  is  up  to  us  to  act  in  time 
to  rescue  the  homeless,  the  helpless,  the 
distressed,  in  many  countries  through 
the  Combined  Israel  and  J.D.C.  Appeal. 


If  the  funds  do  not  arrive  to  build 
the  125  settlements  and  the  housing 
units  for  40,000  needed  in  Israel  now, 
tomorrow  it  may  be  impossible  to  obtain 
the  materials  necessary  to  build  those 
units.  Even  canvas  for  tents  in  the 
reception  camps  is  a scarce  item. 

Meanwhile  50,000  in  reception  cen- 
ters must  be  provided  for,  helped  to  take 
their  place  in  Israel’s  economy,  for 
more  are  coming. 

We  cannot  afford  to  relax  our  efforts 


I or  to  become  blase  about  this  job  of 
rescue  in  the  face  of  the  time  limits 
that  make  our  help  imperative  now.  We 
cannot  put  off  our  help  until  tomorrow 
when  Iraq  has  set  a deadline  of  May 
30  for  the  emigration  of  Jews  there, 
and  when  other  countries  have  set  simi- 
lar deadlines  to  add  to  the  troubles  of 
homeless  people. 

We  must  finish  the  job  of  rescue,  re- 
rehabilitation and  relief.  It  is  only 
half  done.  We  cannot  stop  giving  and 
caring  until  it  is  altogether  done.

PURIM  IN  IRAN 

Jews  in  Iran,  Persia  consider  them- 
selves the  great,  great  grandchildren  of 
Mordecai  and  Queen  Esther. 

Weeks  before  Purim,  groups  of  child- 
ren gather  rags  and  make  a big  figure 
of  Haman.  Each  feels  it  a mitzvah  to 
have  a part  in  the  making  of  Haiman. 
Groups  of  children  make  different  parts 
of  the  body  and  then  get  together  to 
assemble  the  body.  The  children  drag 
the  rag-stuffed  Haman  to  the  synago- 
gue courtyard,  where  they  dress  him 
up  with  sword,  Persian  hat  and  offi- 
cer’s coat. 

Each  child  writes  for  himself  the 
whole  Megillah  in  his  best  script,  a 
task  which  takes  many,  many  days. 
For  weeks  in  advance  the  air  is  festive 
with  the  coming  Purim  holiday.  Jewish 
shops  feature  sweets,  goodies  and  fire- 
crackers for  “getting  even”  with  Haman. 

Every  Jew  from  the  age  of  seven 
fasts  on  the  day  before  Purim.  To 
them  it  is  a second  Yom  Kippur. 

As  the  sun  sets,  young  and  old 
stream  toward  the  synagogue  for  the 
reading  of  the  Megillah,  taking  with 
them  packages  of  goodies  in  order  to 
break  their  fast  immediately  after.  The 
children  take  along  their  own  Megillahs, 
and  all  sorts  of  firecrackers,  cap  guns 
and  noise  makers  — the  more  the  better. 

The  Jews  in  Persia  sit  on  cushions 
on  the  floor  of  the  synagogue,  cross- 
legged  fashion.  When  the  cantor  comes 
to  the  words  “Vayithu  et  Haman  al 
hoaitz”,  “And  Haman  was  hanged  on 
the  gallows”,  pandemonium  lets  loose. 
The  children’s  Megillahs  and  the  rag 
stuffed  Haman  are  torn  to  bits. 

As  the  assemblage  leaves  the  syna- 
gogue, they  look  with  glee  at  Haman 
hanging  from  the  gallows.  The  figure 
of  Haman  is  put  on  a burning  pyre, 
and  as  it  burns  the  children  sing  songs 
of  praise  about  Mordecai  and  Queen 
Esther. 

PURIM  ODDITIES 

1.  Some  Jews  used  to  write  the 
name  of  Haman  on  the  soles  of  their 
shoes,  and  when  the  reader  of  the 
Megillah  reached  the  word  Haman,  they 
stamped  their  feet  “to  beat  the  band.” 

2.  As  early  as  the  5th  century  the 
custom  of  burning  Haman  in  effigy  was 
in  vogue. 

3.  Masquerading  on  Purim  was 
first  introduced  among  the  Italian  Jews 
about  the  close  of  the  15th  century. 
From  Italy  this  custom  spread  to  all 
other  countries. 

4.  The  Purim  story  was  partially 
re-enacted  by  Esterka,  a legendary  fa- 
vourite of  Casimir  the  Great,  King  of 
Poland  in  the  14-th  century.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  a tailor  and  lived  at 
Kazimierz.  Under  her  influence,  Casi- 
mir granted  charters  of  protection  for 
the  Jews.

Following  closely  the  curriculum  of 
similar  Hebrew  Day  Schools,  Rabbi 
Kravetz  is  directing  the  studies  of  the 
Ottawa  school  wherein  children  are 
comparatively  advanced  students  of  He- 
brew as  well  as  English.  The  periodic 
reports  submitted  by  the  Public  School 
Inspector  are  most  favorable  and  com- 
mend the  teacher  and  pupils  on  the  ef- 
ficiency with  which  the  English  curricu- 
lum is  carried  out. 

Small  Torahs  were  presented  to  the 
children  who  participated  in  the  Hatcha- 
iat  Chumash.  Refreshments  were  ser- 
ved to  all  children  present.

DEFINE  CHILDREN’S  RIGHTS  AS  JEWS 

EDUCATORS  AT  CONFERENCE  SET  FORTH  OBLIGATIONS  OF  COMMUNITY  TO 
HELP  JEWISH  YOUNGSTERS  ACHIEVE  “FULL  SELF-REALIZATION” 

At  the  January  National  Conference  on  Jewish  Education,  held  in  New  York, 
undei  the  sponsorship  of  the  American  Association  for  Jewish  Education,  “A  Charter 
of  the  Rights  of  the  Child”  was  adopted.  The  charter,  which  defines  the  special 
nghts  of  the  Jewish  child  as  a Jew,  emphasizes  the  Jewish  Community  Center 
as  a source  which  helps  provide  the  child  with  a Jewish  environment  in  which 
he  can  strive  for  “full  self-realization.”  These  rights  the  Charter  asserts  are  the 
obligations  of  the  Jewish  community  to  “make  secure.”  The  text,  in  brief,  follows: 

1.  A continuing  education  which  will  provide  the  Jewish  child  with  accurate 
knowdedge  and  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  life,  the  labours,  the  ideals, 
the  struggles  and  the  achievements  of  the  Jewish  people  from  the  beginnings  of 
their  history  to  the  present  day;  and  which  will  provide  him  with  the  opportunity 
to  express  his  own  personality  in  the  perpetuation  and  development  of  the 
Jewish  religio-cultural  heritage. 

2.  An  insight  into  what  being  a member  of  the  Jewish  community  means 
for  his  owm  growth;  a feeling  that  belonging  to  the  community,  participating  in 
its  works  and  ways  and  contributing  to  its  culture  and  ideals,  enhances  his 
freedom  as  an  individual;  an  understanding  of  his  oneness  with  his  fellow  Jews 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  in  Israel  and  in  every  corner  of  the  world. 

3.  An  environment,  in  home,  school,  synagogue,  center,  and  in  every 
association  where  he  will  be  understood  and  guided  to  full  self-realization. 

4.  An  upbringing  that  w'ill  strengthen  him  in  commitment  to  democracy  as 
the  way  of  life  most  in  accord  w'ith  Jewish  teaching,  with  the  welfare  of  America 
and  with  the  dignity  of  humanity,  and  that  will  realize  in  him  a deep  sense 
of  kinship  with  all  mankind. 

5.  A democratic  community  in  which  he  can  develop,  and  spiritual  and 
professional  training  of  the  community’s  functionaries  which  will  enable  them 
to  give  the  most  devoted  and  effective  service  to  the  attainment  of  these  ends.

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BOOK  NOTES 

by  Deborah  Lifschutz 

THE  GENTLEMAN  AND  THE  JEW.  By 
Maurice  Samuel.  Alfred  Knopf  Publishing 
Co.  New  York.  S4.25  325  pp. 

Maurice  Samuel,  well-known  by  his 
earlier  works  (“You  Gentiles”,  “I  the 
Jew”  and  “The  Great  Hatred”)  for  his 
challenging  studies  on  Jews  and  Juda- 
ism in  relation  to  Christianity  and  west- 
ern civilization,  once  more  essays  his 
choice  thesis  in  his  latest  book  “The 
Gentile  and  the  Jew.”  This  time  how- 
ever, he  approaches  his  task  with  a pro- 
found conviction  which  stems  from  a 
well  seasoned  scholarly  mind. 

He  begins  his  work  by  depicting  the 
various  stages  of  his  personal  intellect- 
ual developement,  i.e.  his  early  religious 
training  as  a child  in  Roumania  whence 
he  came  with  his  family  to  England  at 
the  age  of  five  and  his  insatiable  hunger 
to  become  saturated  and  identified  with 
English  culture.  Having  been  subse- 
quently disillusioned  with  the  ethical 
code  of  “The  Gentleman”  which  rep- 
resents the  highest  expression  of  the 
British  way  of  life,  he  yearns  to  find 
intellectual  anchorage  in  the  naturalist, 
humanist  and  socialist  philosophies. 
They  too  fail  to  satisfy  him.  Finally, 
though  torn  away  from  the  Judaism  of 
his  father  by  the  outside  world,  he 
reapplies  himself  to  Jewish  studies  and 
after  a careful  evaluation  of  the  Bible 
he  rediscovers  for  himself  the  satisfying 
spiritual  ethic  of  Judaism  in  contra- 
distinction to  the  glittering  but  none 
the  less  “vicious  panorama  of  that  which 
is  known  by  the  term  “Western  Civil- 
ization”. 

His  are  the  experiences  of  so  many 
Jewish  intellectuals  of  this  and  the  past 
several  generations,  who  in  their  desire 
to  identify  themselves  with  the  majority 
culture,  have  lost  their  Jewish  moorings 
and  allowed  themselves  willy-nilly  to 
become  engulfed  as  it  were  in  a civil- 
ization neither  their  own  nor  superior 
to  it. 

So  much  for  the  first  two  parts  of 
the  book  which  the  author  entitles 
“The  Pagans  and  I,”  and  “The  Ancient 
Records.”  In  the  third  part,  “Jew  and 
Israel,”  Samuel  critically  examines  the 
Zionist  movement  as  a contemporary 
effort  to  give  “new  substantive  expres- 
sion to  the  Jewish  (ethical)  ideal.”  He 
disavows  the  jingoism  displayed  by  the 
super  nationalists  of  our  times  though 
appreciative  of  the  heroic  efforts  of 
the  Haganah  as  a temporary  measure. 
Samuel  believes  that  the  ultimate  pur- 
pose and  destiny  of  the  State  of  Israel 
is  to  make  a functioning  reality  of  pro- 
phetic idealism. 

This  book  should  be  read — nay  stud- 
ied, by  those  who  wish  to  be  exercised 
by  the  large  as  well  as  the  short  range 
issues  affecting  Jewish  life  and  thought.
